/ Mr. DANIEL A. CIJSICK personally visited the NYO on io/20/53 ancT

664, Nassau, Bahama, where he operates a:ihotel with his wife, a British 
Subject. He stated the Bahama islands are controlled by HAROLD and FRANK 
CHRISTIE , who are members of the legislature, and that, they are striving 
to drive him from the islands because he American gainfully employed 

there. On one occasion someone shot at hM*.*,.ind he feels confident it was 
a CHRISTIE hired gunman. As a result of ti&stac;pTirjE^a^ and pifeer things, he 
new fears for his life. Mr. CUSICK advised; jhf. .has Consulted -the-United 
States Consulate there, however, the consul refuses to offer any help.

He stated that he recently wrote a letter to Attorney General 
BROWNELL advising him of the above matter and enclosed information similiar 
to the attached photostats. He advised he received a reply from the Attorney;/ 
General stating that this information is being retained in the files of 
the Department of Justice and that should anything else arise to advise 
him. 


Mr. CUSICK further advised he is leaving NY on 10/20/53, and 
is returning to the Bahama Islands by way of Miami, Florida, and will 
contact the Attorney General before leaving the country. 


..x': Mr. CUSICK was advised that the FBI has no investigative jur¬ 

isdiction in the Bahama Islands, however, we would retain his information 
irivfche event he should furnish additional information which would come 
under, + he investigative jurisdiction of the Bureau.

British Embassy nmr,

Dear Sir: 

I have been asked by American citizens who have spent some time recently 
in the neighborhood of Nassau, Bahama Islands, to call the attention of the 
proper British authorities to a distressing series of events that seem to 
require more thorough investigation than the local police are able to conduct 
My associate. Miss Bettie Renner, a distinguished and universally re¬ 
spected member of the Bar, was murdered while visiting Nassau last April. 

The local police were apparently unable to apprehend the murderer and 
unwilling to call upon outside help. 

Since then, I have been informed of a number of disappearances and 
violent deaths in the vicinity of Nassau occurring during the past year or so 
Among those murdered were several natives; of these I have been furnished 
with the names of three: Davis Smith, who was shot on a public highway; 
Stafford Strachan, bludgeoned to death on a road near Nassau; and a person 
named Nemoone who was stabbed to death in daylight on Prince George's Wharf. 
It Is my understanding that the persons responsible have not been apprehended 
An American citizen who has lived near Nassau for several years tells 
me that he has been receiving telephone threats against his life, and has 
been shot at in his own backyard. He attributes these attacks to the same 
forces that have committed a long series of unsolved murders. He also tells 
me that there is considerable suspicion in the Island over the circumstances^ 
surrounding the death of the late Governor, Sir George Ritchie Sandford. 

He believes that the inability of the island government to cope with such 
lawlessness, and the general apathy of the island officials, are due to the 












• attitude of residents Wving no official connection with the government, 
but exercising a controlling influence over its activities. He mentions 
the following names: Messrs. Newell Kelley, Karl Claridge, Harold Christie 
and Prank Christie. Another informant, who has followed the activities of 
the local police in some of these matters very carefully, expresses amazement 
at the lethargy and incompetence demonstrated in the investigation of these 
murders. Without characterizing the motives of the police authorities, this 
informant is satisfied that their bungling activities at the outsat of the 
Investigation of the Renner murder did more to facilitate the escape of the 
criminal than to secure his apprehension. Again, without characterizing the 
motives of the pillars of local society who fix the character and activities 
of the police force, my informant is satisfied that they do not desire.a 
more efficient or vigorous police force. 

I have no personal knowledge of the island or of its inhabitants, but the 
reports which have come to me Indicate a need for a diligent inquiry into the 
unwholesome atmosphere which pervades Nassau. It is the very earnest hope of 
those who have talked with me on this matter that with the forthcoming ap¬ 
pointment of a new Governor of the Bahama Islands the British Government will 
throw its great investigative resources into a drive to clear up a situation 
that may become a disgrace to the British Empire. 

It is not easy for me to persuade individuals who know more than I do 
about the local situation to go directly to the insular authorities with such 
information as they can offer. They have apparently been too badly intimi¬ 
dated to want to present such evidence without effective guarantees of their 
subsequent safety. That is why, forthe present, I must act as a conveyor of _ 
anonymous information. I hope that this anonymity will prove only a transien 
phase in the search for a solution of recent tragedies.
